Timid holders of 
stocks 
have 
been 
frightened 
into 
throwing them on the market at a 
heavy loss, and the damage and de­ 
moralization 
thus 
caused 
have 
aroused fears of 
worse 
things to 
come and 
have incited 
runs 
on 
banks and a sharp curtailment of 
the 
amount 
of 
money 
in 
trade 
channels. 
By 
the 
regulations of 
the exchange the governing commit­ 
tee, by a two-thirds vote, has the 
power to suspend or expel offending 
members, and this body has taken 
measures to employ Ibis authority 
promptly and vigorously. 
Attacks on the credit and reputa­

tions in times like these constitute

Credit is a

The 
men or cliques who wantonly assail 
business reputations are assassins of 
a particularly cowardly and danger­ 
ous variety, and ought to be dealt 
with rigorously 
by the law. 
Per­ 
sons, who, in times like these, for 
the sake of personal gain, assault 
the credit of the community which 
is involved in the reputation of its 
business men and monetary institu­ 
tions, and thus do their 
utmost to 
bring about 
financial 
rum 
to the 
country, arc deadly enemies of so­ 
ciety whom 
society ought 
to ex­ 
tirpate by all 
the 
resources at its 
command.” 
The above is a timely 
and well 
merited rebuke to the credit assas­ 
sins of Wall street, and it may be 
read with profit by certain 
Seda- 
lians who have let their distorted 
ideas of their own personal inter­ 
ests lead them into making asser­ 
tions and charges 
which 
to the 
stranger reflect upon the standing 
of Sedalia firms and value of Pettîs 
county securities. 
These men do not probably fully 
realize that they have become credit 
assassins and that the character of 
their fight against certain institu­ 
tions is an attack upon farm mort­ 
gages, the best security western peo­ 
ple have to offer, and that in mak­ 
ing such attack they become ene­ 
mies to the business of the commu­ 
nity in which they live.
